None of the prior art of record describe or suggest a method for promoting endothelial 
cell adhesion, spreading and migration in treating a condition or disease characterized by 
pathological vascular remodeling in a subject in need thereof, said method comprising 
administering a composition comprising Nogo-B or a fragment of Nogo-B comprising 1- 
200 of the N-terminus of Nogo-B that retains a biological activity of Nogo-B, wherein 
said biological activity is selected from the group consisting of promoting endothelial cell 
adhesion, spreading and migration and wherein the pathological vascular remodeling is in 
response to blood vessel injury.
